Whf n tin Ctnafioua arrived in Eng- 
land, ahe made tuch ttrung trpreieiiia- 
tioni to Karl tinny, that he at ouee aaw 
that the poiition which hii predeeeiturt 
bad held >u untenable, and gave per- 
miitkiD for thirty femalee to proceed in 
the /drill, then about to nil for Hobart 
Town. At considerable trouble and ex- 
pense to benelf, Mn, C-hiiiiolm gut the 
women to Luc dun and embarked them ni 
Woolwich, writing out to the colony that 
ineina ntuai be found here to bring them 
Hobart Tuwn to Sydney | but the 
■hip having to come on to Sydney, the 
author] tin at Hobart Town aent tboae 
who wifhed to come in Sydney by the 
■<»n. aotitat they at-rived-bert free of ei> 
penae. 

Upon Sir CtfA»m Fin Rot'a arrival 
in the colony, the lubjexl >u broaghl 
pramioenlly under hii notice, and aa he 
entered fully into the tAwi of 
thoaewho thought the Home Goterntnent 
were bound to acrid theae women to 
the cuiony , be wrote a moat urgent 
letter to the Sncaariae or State, who

children who ought to hare come ont 
the old arrangement, ihauld be for- 
warded.
